Fight Over the Budget Most Notable

London.—Having succeeded by 
means of an all night sitting of the 
house of commons in passing througa 
the committee clauses of tue budget 
imposing a tax on land values the 
government has given the members a 
week's release from their arduous la- 
bors during which time less con- 
tentious mieasures will be considered, 
The tight over the budget which will 
fairly revolutionize the system of tax- 
tion in England has been one of the 
most strenuous in the history of 
parliament. A mere handful of Union- 
ists compared with the huge Liberal 
majority has been able to hold up leg- 
islation week after week, until tue 
government, though loti to introduce 
guillotine measures in order to limit 
the discussion was forced to bring new 
rules of procedure which authorized 
the chairman to decline to consider 
blocking amendments. The last of 
the land taxation clauses has been 
passed by the committee but their 
form is quite different from that orig- 
inally introduced. ‘The chancellor of 
the exchequer has made a number of 
very important concessions — chief 
among these being, that in regard to 
the valuation of land. Under the bill 
as introduced the cost of the valuation 
Was imposed upon the owner, 


This charge has been taken over by. 


the state, however, which will be cail- 
ed upon to spend for this purpose 
$10,000,000. This is more than the tax 
will produce during the first year. 
The property of friendly societies, 
which own lands valued at upwards of 
$500,000,000 is also exempt under the 
new taxation. 

This is a concession to the labor 
unionist who form a large majority of 
the shareholders of the societies. 
Other amendments made to the bill 
came as a result of criticism by the 
lord chief justice. It was originally 
proposed that the valuation — placed 
upon property by commissioners ap- 
pointed for that purpose should be 
final, but the lord chief justice pointed 
out that this would be indirect contra- 
vention to the British constitution 
which expressly gives the right of ap- 
peal in all cases, The government 
therefore amended the bill allowing 
the right of appeal. 

Another much criticized provision of 
the bill imposing a tax upon unmined 
minerals was also withdrawn and a 
tax on mining royalties and rents was 
substituted. The government how- 
ever maintained the principle of taxa- 
tion on land values and the campaign 
throughout the country in which the 
cabinet ministers are taking part in 
attempting to justify its policy. The 
Unionists are just as busy in opposi- 
tion to its policy.

It is 
three years since Mr, Oliver crossed 
the Atlantic and he could not help but 
note that both British press and peo- 
ple have a better understanding — of 
Canada than ever before. Newspapers 
are publishing more Canadian news 
and their comments show that the in- 
formatidén available about this country 
is more accurate than it has been in 
the past. 

Ax for commercial and finaneial in- 
terests, they realize as they have never 
realized before, that Canada is a fine 
fiel for the development of trade as 
well as for the investment of money. 
On the whole, the present situation, 
said Mr. Oliver, indientes a very 
happy condition of affairs in future as 
between Canada and the motherland. 

As to immigration prospects — the 
minister of interior said Canada has 
every reason to be satisfied with the 
class of people who are coming to the 
Dominion. Although the total number 
of arrivals are not so large as a few 
years ago, there has been no dimuni- 
tion in number of desirable people 
who have decided to make their homes 
in Canada, These people come from 
all parts of England, Scotland and 
from the north of Ireland. There is 
little immigration so far to Canada 
from the southern part of Treland as 
the movement from there continues to 
he in the direction of the United 
States. This is largely due to the faet 
that passages are usually paid by 
friends and relatives who have estab- 
lished themselves in the United States, 

Canada stands to get most of her 
continental immigration in future 
from Holland, Belgium and Seandi- 
navian countries which supply the fin- 
est class of settlers. Both Hollanders 
and Belgians are home loving peaple. 
The immigration is not restricted by 
governments in these countries — and 
there is every reason to hope — that 


Ca -da will get quite a number of 
ithem 9 future 
But tew immigrants may be ex- 


pected from Germany beeause of the 
restrictive legisietion in that coun- 
try against Germans leaving their own 
land, 

Mr. Oliver has seen the statement 
that only 8,000 péople emigrated from 
Germany last year. Neither would 
the movement from France be large 
because the natives of that country 
show but little disposition to emi- 
grate, 

Australia and New Zealand, Mr‘ Oli- 
cor said, were making a determined 
effort to influence Hritish emigrants 
by the assivted passages and quite a 
number already have left the old coun.

'DESTRUCTION WROUGHT BY 
| FOREST FIRES VERY GREAT 


‘it is Estimated that During 1908 
There Were 835 Serious Forest 
Fires, Causing a Loss of $25,000,000 
—Twenty-one Lives were Lost, and 
Many Thrown out of Employment 
—Alberta Escapes with Little Loss. 


Ottawa.—The forestry branch of the 
interior department has issued an in 
teresting bulletin dealing with the 
damage caused by forest fires in Can- 
ada in 1908. The bulletin, which was 
prepared by H. R. MeMillan, assist- 
ant inspector of forest reserves, shows 
that during the year 835 forest fires 
of serious proportions occurred in the 
Dominion, upward of 188,000 acres 
burned over, causing the destruction 
of over fifty-six million feet of tim- 
ber, valued, ineluding mills and im- 
provernents, at $25,500,000, Twenty- 
one lives were lost as a result of the 
forest fires Gall in B.C.) and 2.404 were 
thrown out of employment. The cost 
of the fires to the public was nearly 
three hundred thousand collars 

Quebee province headed the list 
with 250 fires, British Columbia came 
second with 235. In Quebec, however, 
the value of timber destroyed was 
very slight. In British Columbia forty 
million feet were destroyed at a loss 
of $25,000,000 or over 90 per cent of the 
total loss by fire in Canada, The de- 
struction by fire in Manitoba and Al- 
berta was very light but in Saskatehe. 
win timber valued at over $20,000 was 
destroyed, due to the great fire in the 
Crow's Nest pass country which de- 
stroyed Fernie and entailed a heavy 
loss of life. A fire on Vaneouver island 
it is estimated caused the destruction 
of 24,000,000 feet of timber. 

Dealing more particuarly with the 
prairie provinces the report says: 
“That so few fires were reported from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
lust surmmer is no indication that the 
northern timber belt in) these prov. 
inces entirely escaped — visitation of 
forest fires as might be surmised from 
these reports, nor is it any guarantee 
in the future that they will be im- 
mune from fire, The best efforts of 
the forestry branch have not been 
able so far to recover the northern 
timber with fire rangers so that) all 
fires will be prevented, extinguished, 
or even reported. The immense areas 
through which the traveller may pass 
for n week without seeing a green tree, 
all bear witness to the fact that fires 
have always raged unchecked through 


the spruce “and popular timber of 
Cana north land. That the tim- 
ber linuts of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


and Alberta are comparatively small 
and seattered is due not to any condi- 
tion of the soileer climate which pre- 
vent the growth e@ timber, but to the 
recurring forest fires which have de- 
stroyed the valuable spruce forests 
encouraged extensive reproduction of 
less valuable poplar of in more serious 
causes destroyed the forest growth
